Trapped as they slept in their berths, 
25 seamen were burned to death in an 
explosion of gasoline on the tanker 
Gulf of Venezuela in the harbor early 
todav. Eleven others were injured, 
eight seriously. Two members of the 
crew are missing. 

The men died in a caldron of boiling 
gasoline. The tanker was alongside 
the dock, where 50,000 barrels of high 
test gasoline had been pumped into 
her yesterday. The men had gone to 
sleep in their quarters aft, and Capt. 
John Charlton of Philadelphia, was 
asleep in the officers’ quarters forward. 

There was an explosion that could 
be heard for miles. Agrpillar of burning 
gasoline leaped 100 feet into the air.

WE CAN DO WITHOUT 
PLASTER. . 


The plasterers’ union decided the other day to 
take steps to obtain a five day week and $1.75 an 
hour. The plasterers’ week now is five and one- 
half days and the pay is $1.50 an hour. They are 
asking $70 for five days’ work instead of $66 for 
five and one-half days. 

The higher wages go the better, we believe, pro- 
vided increased pay is accompanied by increased 
production. The plasterers are not interested in 
production. They want more pay for less output. 
If their trade were underpaid at present, there 
might be more justice in their demand. They are 
not underpaid. Their present wage scale is not a 
maximum but a minimum schedule. They cannot 
be paid less than the scale, and they are frequent- 
ly paid a great deal more by contractors who must 
bid against each other for workmen. 

The plasterers are riding for a fall. Their own 
leaders appear to realize the situation and are ad- 
vising the journeymen to accept the employers’ 
offer of a $12 day and a three year contract. If the 
union persists in its present attitude, builders* will 
quickly discover they can get along with much 
less plaster than they have been in the habit of 
using. Substitutes will be developed. Walls will 
be left bare wherever possible. 

The plasterers may find themselves in the same 
position as the anthracite coal miners and operators 
were after the last strike. The public found sub- 
stitutes for hard coal and the industry in conse- 
quence lost some of its best markets forever. 
Plaster is no more essential than hard coal. If the 
cost of plastering becomes prohibitively high, in- 
dustry and science will find a way to avoid using it. 


WIDE AWAKE FLORIDA. 


Florida is a live state when it comes to making 
laws adapted to its needs. Other states may fret 
and fume under the burden of laws whose only 
apparent function is to clutter up the statute book.

SOMZ CAUSES OF CRIME. 
{Grand Rapids (Mich.) Press. ] 

Dr. Bagley of Columbia university, speaking to the 
school men at the university last week, assumed the 
existence of a nation-wide crime wave and discussed 
the causes. These he summarized as follows: “A 
legal system that protects the criminal; laxity and 
leniency of law enforcement ; materia! prosperity ; and 
the mobility of population.” 

There is nothing new, of course, in this definition of 
causes. But the serious thing about it is the apparent 
unwillingness to change a iegal system that protects 
the criminal or to insist upon more rigid law enforce- 
ment. It will not do to seek to put the blame for 
laxity and leniency upon the passing phase of liquor 


‘| law enforcement problems. The real trouble lies with 


the inefficiency of the legal machinery for the punish- 
ment of crime. 

Lawyers and judges recognize the evils, but nothing 
is done to eradicate them. The truth probably is that 
nothing short of a thoroughgoing and radical reorgan- 
ization of our entire processes for the application and 
enforcement of criminal law will meet the case. 

Such a reorganization would of necessity include a 
change in trial methods and a different attitude on 
the part of meny trial judges toward technicalities 
‘and pretexts for delay. Before there can be any rea! 
remedy , there must also be a clarification of the con- 
fusion in the public mind between the acts of the 
criminal himself and shone social conditions which

in Nervous and Mental Diseases. 

Feeble-mindedness appears to be hered- 
itary in a large proportion of cases. 
Goddard’s study made at Vineland 
showed a herédity basis for 164 out of 
300 cases of feeble-mindedness. Daven- 
port thought the Goddard conclusion 
misleading because the Vineland popula- 
tion is picked. 

-~o— 

He studied the feeble-minded in a pub- 
lic in@titution with the following result: 
“In general it may be doubted if, except 
in some cases of trauma, the factor of 
constitution or heredity can ever be en- 
tirely excluded from feeble-mindedness. ”’ 
Davenport could not see where menin- 
gitis had been proved to be the catise of 
feeble-mindedness, He thought it possible 
that syphilis of the mother was unim- 
portant. However, he thought Goddard 
had not given it the value he should. 
That only a small proportion of syphil- 
itics became paretics he thought meant 
that there was more danger of other 
manifestations than people suspected. 

In epilepsy the committee thought 
heredity was of great importance. They 
say: “ Studies show with certainty that 
epilepsy stands on a hereditary basis.” 
The element of heredity is far greater in 
epilepsy than in insanities. The inherit- 
ance is a recessive. This means that it 
may be in the background in one genera- 
tion, and come to the front in another.

In 50 to $0 per cent of the cases of 
dementia precox, inheritance factors can 
be established. If we recognize a de- 
mentia precox temperament as some- 
thing akin to but yet different from 
dementia precox, the inheritance be- 
comes still more important as a factor. 


In maniac depressive insanity the ele- 
ment of heredity is greater than it is in 
other forms of insanity. 


Let us not conclude that insanity ts 


always inherited; that if there is a case 


of insanity in the family all the other 


members, or even a fair number, will 
be insane. 
when A. study of the antecedents of an 
insane person are closely studied it will 
be found that they have had more than 
their share of insanity, migraine, or pe- 
culiarity of behavior. of some kind. Per- 
haps the findings are a few degrees 
more definite than the above statement 
would mean, but not very many. 

In the course of the discussion Dr. 
Stockard made it plain that, in his 
opinion, we did not know enough about 
either insanity or the inheritance laws of 
hurnan beings to do more than guess as 
to how far mental disturbance, or even 
the bases for it, could be inherited. 
While Dr. Barker agreed with him in the 
main, he thought the guesses which this 
research society was indulging in were 
of great value.

SOLD HIS BLOOD: DIED. 

G. X. M., M. D., writes: F. W. &.. 
aged 52 years, was a professional seller 
of his blood, at which he made his living 
until he gave too much blood and died 
from its effects. The regular price seems 
to be $25 for a pint of blood, and some 
physicians say that a healthy person can 
restore this blood in 48 hours. Is this 
true, and if so how may we know it? 
There are 16 pints of blood in an average 
human body, and it seems to me hard to 
tell. Is not milk converted into blood 
quicker than any other food? 

REPLY. 

When a pint of blood is withdrawn the 
quantity is replaced by the absorption of 
fluid from the tissues. This takes place 
within a few hours—in fact, it is almost com- 
plete within a few minutes. But the quality 
is another thing. 

A good, healthy, virile person should have 
one per cent hemoglobin within less than 4 
month. Occasionally a professional donor 
sends the pitcher to the well too often and 
he fails to get back his blood quality. In 
fact, death ensues. Giving blood frequently 
would be classed as a dangerous trade. - Milk 
is a poor blood builder. Green vegetables 
and juicy meats are better.

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THE FINANCES OF MONACO. 

Chicago, April 7.—I have read your 
article, “Common People of Monaco War 
on Monte Carlo,” and beg to state that 
the rumors contained in it are not based 
on facts. 

In his youth Charles III. of Monaco 
had seen the people of the principality 
rise in rebellion against the heavy taxes 
they were then compelled to pay. Never- 
theless, he determined to win back the 
heart of his people, and he was also 
anxious to produce a good effect in Eu- 
rope. Consequently, as soon as the in- 
creased revenues rendered the measure 
possible Charles III. abolished with one 
stroke of the pen all direct taxation. The 
population was delighted, and Europe 
saw that the ancient house of Grimaldi 
was not enriching itself from the profits 
made at the casino. The decree liberat- 
ing all the inhabitants of the principality 
from taxation was signed on Feb. 8, 
1869. 

The Grimaldi family, rulers of Monaco, 
were deprived of their estates and re- 
duced to poverty during the great revolu- 
tion, but they ultimately recovered a lit- 
tle of their former property, which they 
administered with skill and with profit. 
Then, in 1861, when Charles III. ceded 
Menton and Roquebrune to France, he 
received compensation to the amount of 
£160,000. This was of service in recon- 
stituting the fortunes of the Grimaldis, 
so that the rulers of Monaco have not 
been depending on the casino. and with 
the amount paid to the prince annually 
by the casino he manages to defray 
some of the expenses of government. 
public instruction, hospital, and poor re- 
lief. 

Then there are also other sources of 
revenue —,custom house dues, legal 
stamps, fees for acts, agreements, mort- 
gages, land transfers, etc., the income of 
which goes towards the expenses of gov- 
ernment, public works, schools, and on 
the advancement of the arts and sciences. 
Thus the prince does not only give over 
the money he annually receives from the 
casino and other sources to defray cost 
of government and of administering the 
principality, but he adds very large sums 
which he derives from his estates in 
France and other private sources of in- 
come. 

The above facts are given to show that 
the casino does not pay all the govern- 
mental expenses of the principality; the 
casino pays only a small part and the 
prince pays the rest. 

Prince Louis II. of Monaco is not en- 
riching himself from the profits made at 
the casino, most of his income coming 
from sources that are altogether out- 
side of the principality. 

The people of Monaco are happy and 
satisfied, and there is no foundation 
whatever for rumors of riots and up- 
rising in the principality.

Most Federations Have 
- Asked Law Change. 


New wXork, Aprfl 11.—[{Special.)— 


. Because of the question raised at last 
Friday’s prohibition hearing in Wash- 


ington, as to how many state federa- 
tions had taken action similar to the 
resolution of the American Federation 
of Labor favoring modification of the 
Volstead law to permit light wines and

beer, the New York Timés asked of- 
ficials of the forty-eight state federa- 
tions of labor for this information. 

The first thirty-two replies received 
tonight showed that fourteen state fed- 
erations had adopted resolutions for 
modification and for wine and beer, 
and one repeal ,of the Volstead law. 
In addition, the members of eight other 
state federations, although no formal 
action had been taken, were in favor 
of modification, according to officials. 
Thus 23 of the 32 state federations 
were shown to be in favor of modifica 
tion. , 

Some of the Replies. 

Replies received from some of the 
states follow: 

ALBANY, N. Y.—“The State Fed- 
eration of Labor has been on record 
for seven years,” declared John M. 
O"Hanlon, secretary, “as favoring a 
modification of the Volstead law. It 
has been included in our annual legis- 
lative programs and we have never at- 
tempted to hide our standing on the 
subject. We are in favor of modifica- 
tion new, just-as we have been.” 

HARRISBURG, Pa.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Federation of Labor has gone on 
record on several occasions in favor of 
modification of the Volstead act, A 
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beer was first adopted at the annual 
meeting of the convention at Scran- 
ton in 1922 and reaffirmed in 1923. A 
similar resolution was adopted at the 
1925 convention. 


Unreservedly for Change. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—Organized lia- 
bor of Wisconsin stands unreservedly 
for the modification of the Volstead

New Mexico for Wine and Beer.

ORGIES START. 
PARIS CRUSADE 


Montmartre Combed for 
Dope Peddlers.

PARIS. April 11.—The importation 
of deadly, unadulterated cocaine and 
heroin from German pharmaceutical 
works in the Rhineland is believed to 
be responsible for a series of sudden 
deaths of well known demimondaines 
and actresses, Paris police declared 
today. | 

The prefecture has thrown a drag- 
net of sleuths around the Latin quar- 
ter and Montmartre night resorts in an 


attempt to capture the leaders of the 
band that is trafficking in the drugs, 
which are declared to have caused the 
deaths of half a dozen women in the 
last few weeks. Certain well known 
downtown hotels are also being 
watched. Washroom attendants, bell- 
boys, bartenders, and others are sus- 
pected of selling the death “snow.”’ It 
is claimed many wealthy American and 
English tourists are among the pur- 
chasers of the drugs. 

The authorities believe many of the 
cocaine and heroin addicts are habitués 
who have been sniffing a weakened 
drug, made with a mixture of boracic 
acid crystals. Those who died are be- 
lieved to have accidentally taken 
equally large doses of the pure stuff 
introduced from Germany by the new 
dope ring. : 

Prominent Actress Dies. 


Following the death of a well known 
actress and night life figure, Wanda 
Sylvano, and prostration of her friend, 
Gabrielle Hyrvard, woman lawyer and 
secretary. to Deputy Evain, represent- 
ing the Seine district, came the revela- 
tion today that Gaby Durafour, for- 
merly a mannequin for.a leading dress- 
maker largely patronized by Amer- 
ican& and notorious in night resorts, 
died from an overdose of dope. 

With the arrest of Josephine Du 
Fayet, whose name and address figured 
among the letters found among the 
dead girl's effects, the police captured 
twelve pounds of cocaine and heroin, 
originating at the Mercj factory at 
Darmstadt. They learned that a group 
of traffickers had been smuggling the 
pa ae ed 
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stuff across the frontier near Nancy. 
Later they arrested. Heinrich Mayer, 
aged 61, formerly a captain in the im- 
perial German navy, living at Mann- 
heim; Joseph Balard, a French gen- 
darme, and Charles Revart, a former 
gendarme. 


Get Montmarte “ Peddlers.” 

The Paris police arrested a couple of 
Italian’, Angelo Moretti, aged 35, and 
Noe! Chioavarini, aged 48, for distrib- 
uting ‘“‘snow” in the Montmartre dis- 
trict. Morette, who is short and de- 
formed, pretended to be humpbacked 
and had eight pounds of drugs hidden 
in a false cardboard hump on his back 
under his coat.

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THOLICS GAIN 
224,694 IN 1925, 
DIRECTORY SAYS 


New York, April 11.—[Specfal.]—

Catholic @irectory. This is practically 
one-thirad of the membership gains 
among the Christian churches in 1925, 
the publishers state. 

The statistics show that there are 
now 24,352 Roman Catholic priests in 
this country, 12,592 young men pre 
paring for the priesthood and 2,072,466 
pupils in parochial] schools, 

“The gain in church membership. 
this year is 224,694," says Kenedy. 
“ This is especially interesting just now 
in view of the fact that statistics pub- 
lished in the April 3 issue of the Christ- 
ian Herald show a total gain in mem- 
bership for all Christian churches of 
753,656," continues Kenedy. 

“The largest gain madé by any 
church in the United States, according 
to the Christian Herald, is that of 
the fifteen bodies in the Methodist 
group, a gain of 220,183.”

PARIS, April 11.—After standing 
for five centuries in lacy beauty, the 
famous Gothic spire of the church of 
La Dalbade at Toulouse, 270 feet high, 
crashed to earth at 3 a. m. today.

For the last thirty years the old 
tower, built in the fifteenth century, 
has been in a precarious state and 
was forced to stand silently, lest the 
vibrations from the great bell send it 
tumbling down. Unlike the Gothic 
monuments of the Paris region and 
north of France, which are bujlt of 
stone, La Dalbade was constructed 
with* bricks. 

It has been several times recon- 
structed but the bricks kept crum- 
bling, and three weeks ago the curé 
warned the populace that it seemed 
to be ready to’ go any day.

There can be no greater issue than honest elections. Dishonest votes ripen into a 
harvest of corrupt legislation and administration. The breakdown of our government in 
Cook County; the scandals in public office with which the people have become familiar; 
the lack of respect for law and confidence in public officials, can. be traced directly to 
bipartisan political combinations. The people of Chicago and Cook County are familiar 
with such political combinations. They have always bred corruption and have ended in 
the jackpot. , 

Wherever thé bipartisan combination has achieved power, payrolls and salaries have 
greatly increased, larger appropriations have been made, and higher taxes imposed. 

It goes without saying that men who pretend to be Republican leaders, but who use 
the power conferred upon them by Republican voters to destroy the Republican Party, 
cannot be trusted as public officials. 

It cannot escape the observation of the most careless citizen that in this campaign 
the Republican members of the bipartisan combination have not endeavored to defend 
their conduct or their policies. The reason is that their conduct .is defenseless, from 
any fair standards of morals or politics. The leaders of the combination, therefore, have 
been trying to turn the attention of the people from their misdeeds and to cover them 
up they have endeavored to create false issues: 

The bipartisan leaders are trying to make Governor Small the bogie man in our 
local election. The truth is that the majority of the leaders who supported Governor 
Small in the last State campaign, as well as in the campaign of 1920, are supporting the 
Republican leaders of the bipartisan combination in this campaign. In proof of this state- 
ment the following facts are presented: 

(1) George B. Arnold, the candidate for Sheriff on the Crowe-Barrett-Galpin ticket, 
is now State Director of Labor by appointment of Governor Small. Mr. Arnold is re- 
lated to Frederick Lundin by marriage and is his intimate friend. 

(2) Edward H. Wright, bipartisan leader in the 2nd Ward, is State Commissioner of 
Commerce, by appointment of the Governor. 

(3) Daniel D. Coffey, bipartisan leader of the 33rd Ward, is Superintendent of the 
Chicago State Hospital at Dunning, by’ appointment of the Governor. 

(4) Frederick E. Erickson, bipartisan leader of the 31st Ward, is a member of the 
State Tax Commission, by appointment of the Governor, ; 

(5) W.H. Curran, State Chief Factory Inspector, by appointment of the Governor, 
is a brother of Thomas Curran, the bipartisan leader of the 26th Ward. 

(6) Gregory T. VanMeter was appointed Public Administrator by the Governor on 
the recommendation of George F. Harding, who is the candidate for Treasurer on the 
Crowe-Barrett-Galpin bipartisan ticket. It is only recently that Mr. VanMeter was sep- 
arated from the State service and he is now secretary to Mr. Harding. 

(7) Thomas Houston, bipartisan leader of the 27th Ward, was State Commissioner 
of Insurance until recently, by appointment of the Governor. 

(8) Former Mayor Thompson is a member of the Illinois Waterway Commission, 
recently appointed by the Governor. His brother-in-law, William Nelson Pelouze, is a 
member of the Commission, and another brother-in-law of the former Mayor, William 
Burkhardt, is a State Tax Commissioner, by appointment of the Governor. Mr. Burk- 
hardt was Deputy Commissioner of Public Works under the former Mayor. 

Mention is made only of a few prominent bipartisan leaders who are holding office 
under Governor Small or have held office under him until recently, but everybody will 
remember that within a few months past former Mayor Thompson presented to Governor 
Small a petition on which the former Mayor claimed there were 100,000 signatures re- 
questing Governor Small to make no political appointments in Cook County save on the 
recommendation of former Mayor Thompson. 

The former Mayor declared on the platform many times in 1924 that Governor Small 
was the best Governor Illinois has had in the one hundred and six years of its history. 

The foregoing facts and others that might be added expose not only the emptiness of 
the charges, but the hypocrisy of those who make them. 

Persistent efforts are also being made by the bipartisan combination and their 
sympathizers to misrepresent the facts regarding the legislative situation in Cook County. 
It is charged that there is a combination with Governor Small to control the Legislature. 
This is without foundation. 

In the last Legislature seven members of the General Assembly from Cook County 
were known to be friendly to the National Republican Party and its leaders. They were: 
Warren B. Douglas of the Third District, Mrs. Katherine H. Goode of the Fifth District, 
Howard P. Castle of the Seventh District, David I. Swanson of the Eleventh District, 
William G. Thon of the Twenty-third District, Theodore R. Steinert of the Twenty-fifth 
District, Harry I. Weisbrod of the Nineteenth District and James E. MacMurray, Sen- 
ator from the Fifth District, seven of whom are favored on their records and recommended 
for renomination by the Legislative Voters League in its bulletin of April 2, 1926. 


The bulletin also recommends the following candidates, who are friendly to the Na- 


tional Republican Party, for members of the General Assembly: Elmer N. Holmgren, 
for Representative of the Fourth District; Frederick B. Roos, for Senator of the Seventh 
District; Louis B. Springer, for Representative of the Seventh District; Donald H. Mc- 
Gilvray, for Senator of the Eleventh District; Albert C. Holecek, Nineteenth District; 
William G. Thon, for Senator of the Twenty-third District; Theodore R. Steinert, for Sen- 
ator of the Twenty-fifth District. 

We submit to the Republican voters whether better candidates than the foregoing, 
from the standpoint of character, intelligence and service to the public, have been rec- 
ommended to represent Cook County in recent years. They are among the best repre- 
sentatives in the General Assembly and their services there and their records entitle 
them to support. Hereafter, as heretofore, they will determine all questions submitted to 
the General Assembly on their merits and the affairs of Cook County and of the State 
will be well cared for at their hands. Contrast the foregoing with those favored by the 
bipartisan combination and draw your own conclusions.
